The Turks said tonight that they 
would make no further concessions 
and that they would return to An- 
gora if the allies insisted on re- 
opening the adviser question, 

The conference broke up in great 
confusion Without fixing a date or 
next meeting. Experts are continu- 
ing thelr work, but unless the ad- 
viser problem {s compromised, it is 
admitted there is danger of a clo- 
lapse of the conference.

WERDEN, Germany, May 4-—The 
firet day of the trial before a French 
court martial of Dr. Gustav Krupp 
von Bohlen Und Hatlbach, prosident 
of the Krupp company, five Krupp 
directors and four workmen was 
apent largely by the prosecution In 
pressing proceedings designed to 
place responsibility for the blowing 
of the Mssen plant’s sirens on March 
81. 

The sounding of the etrens, bring- 
ing out thousands of Krupp work- 
men on the arrival of a detachment 
of French soldiers, is held to have 
been the determining factor in the 
clash with French troops that en- 
sued, 

Supported by workmen, summon- 
ed as witnesses, the directors stated 
that the sounding of the sirens as a 
danger signal had been in practice 
for years and was initiated and con- 
trolled by the workmen's council. 

The trial will continue 4omorow 
and probably @unday.

Calls an interesting paralle) in the life of the 
late W. T. Stead. 

In June, 1909, Mr. Stead was traveling to 
Portsmouth from London, on a visit to the fleet. 
In the same compartment he had as traveling 
companions, Mr. Bentley of the London News, 
and two Canadian journalists, A. F. Macdonald 
of the Halifax Chrouicie, and John Nelsen of the 
Vencouver World. On the trip he was regaling 
his companions with his delightful conversation 
on al) manner of topics. It was about the time 
when bis experiences with his familiar “Julia” 
asa wedium were furnishing cops for not only 
his own publications, but for others as well. 
During the talk Mr, Stead said: 

“] have fust re 
celted a cominission 
from Munsey's Maga- 
zine to write up 
Princess ———", men- 
tioning the name of 
a famous mummy in 
the British Museum 
“and I don't know 
whether or not I 
should take the 
risk.” 

The others prese- 
ed him for particu: 
lars, and he explain- 
ed that the mummy 
in question was a 
very homely lady, 
but she had been a 
#tincess of the Phargoh line, and that every 
one who had had anything to do with her trans- 
port from the land of pyramids to England, had 
evffered for it. Her sinister influence had ex- 
tender to military officers, shipping officials 
and experts in the museum. Indeed, so far did 
the deadly lady go in her activities that a short 
time previously, so Mr. Stead affirmed, a party 
of American tourists had felt the weight of her 
displeasure. One of them, stopping in front of 
the mummy, had exclaimed,” What an ugly old 
woman,” and had forthwith received @ blow 
from an unseen bend on the head, that almost 
stunned him, 

Fionce Mr. Stead’s reluctance to tackle his as

ENGLAND'S FRAIL 


Outlawed from society, condemned by the 
ehurch, scorned by the exponents of respectable 
politics, the voice of the lame man has prevailed. 
A House of Commons a strange little man 

with a thin, drawn face and relentless 
eyes, a cripple whose sufferings were painfully 
obvious. Speaking with a sort of cold fury, 
he propdsed nothing less than the gradual aboli- 
tion of private capita) in Great Britain, That 
man was Philip Snowden. 

Lured by the melifluous gyllables, journalists, 
the world over, are acclaiming him an “evolu- 
tionary revolutionary”; and the phrase is, per- 
haps, as descriptive of his attitude as political 
catch words ever are. He is a communist who 
describes bolshevism as ‘die-hard Toryism”, a 
socialist who is known to rejoice that the Labor 
party did not get a majority last fall because 
it might go to destructive extremes. Let no 
one imagine, however, that he is, on that ac- 
count, a mild and compromising person. On 
the contrary, he is the most Eangerous opponent 
conceivable, of the established order, all the 
more dangerous for his very moderation, a thous- 
and times more dangerous than his loud-voiced, 
heavy-handed fellows. Thin-lipped, stoely-eyed, 
Merciless in debate, his type has, essentially, 
nothing in common with theirs. 

He is, above all things, an intellectual,—one 
in whom the triumph over physical agony has 
brought cortrol, but no softness,—one tn whom 
cold logic and theoretical benevolence have com- 
bined to produce something almost inhuman. 
“Insanely sane,” “frozen fanaticism,” “cold, in- 
tellectual frenzies,” such phrases keep recurring

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day would not have demanded a gradual sup 
pression of capitalism. Otherwise, be ia un 
changed and unchanging. In 1900 the double 
constituency of Blackburn was regarded as bo 
ing almost a private possession of the Conserva 
tive party. No Liberal would contest ft. It 
was this fortress of Toryism that our frail en 
thustast chose to bestege in the hetght of the 
Boer War fever. Without money, without health, 
without support, be fought it out, grimly but, 
all things considered, with surprising dignity 
and moderation, In 1908 he was elected by the 
constituency, for it he sat until 1918, by it he 
was returned last aulumn, 

In personal intercourse he is not discourte 
ous; but he makes no concessions to the genial 
give and-take of parliamentary life. If anything, 
he is least bitter to the Coiiservatives. Not that 
he hates Toryism less, but that he hates Lib 
eraligm more, believing quite justly, that the 
moderate social reforms of the latter party form 
the greatest obstacle the root-and-branch 
policy for which he stands, 

Of his private life little can be said, Llere 
{fs a picture of him. He is a small thin man, 
moving painfully with the ald of a stick, Ills 
thin-lipped face is drawn and furrowed with 
pain. From beneath a magnificent brow his 
eyes look out, cold and steely, but enlightened 
now and then by a sort of enthusiasm that Is 
purely intellectual, His voice is thin, and “has 
a touch of the east wind in it.” 

Scarcely a romantic figure! Yet he has 
won as his devoted partner ove of the most 
beautiful of the intellectual women of England. 
Shoulder to shoulder, this handsome, vital wo 
man and this frail cripple fight as comrades 
for their ideal.

Famous British Statesman Inherited Canny Half of His Nature From Mother, Who 
Stripped Visit to Attorney's Office of All Its Traditional Terrors, 


W his unique and memorable Rectorial Ad- 
dress at Gt. Andrews last year J. M. Barrie 
described himself as being under the sway 

of two separate personalities. There is “the un- 
ruly half—the writing half,” to whom he gave 
the name of M‘Connachie, and there is “the half 
that is dour and practical and canny,” who is 
the exact antithesis of “the fanciful half.” 

“Identically the same claim could be made by 
Mr. Lioyd George, as they who are intimate with 
him can readily attest,” according to J. H. Kd- 
wards, in John O’London’s Weekly. His physical 
tenement also is shared by two distinct personal- 
ities—the one a “fanciful half,” and the other, 
as in Barrie's case, “practical and canny.” And 
each of these tenants has his periods of ascend- 
ancy, when his ingrained characteristics find 
their full exercise, The “fanciful half” invarlab- 
ly reveals himself in the thrilling strains of 
Mr. Lloyd George's 
public utterances,

All through their history the Georges of 
Pembrokeshire had been yeoman farmers, At 
tachment to the native soll had been the un- 
broken entail of each successive generation, but

own expressive pbrase that he did not mean to 
spend his life “with his nose in the soll.” He 
was too much of a “star-gazer” ever to succeed 
in the tesk of keeping his nose in the soil, He 
was essentially @ dreamer and a mystic, 

When be took to himself a wife in the per- 
son of Miss Elizabeth Lioyd, of Lianystumdwy, 
he found one who was his exact counterpart, 
There was no vein of mysticism ip ber, On 
the contrary, she was of a most practicable turn 
of mind, @ woman of sound judgment aud of 
marked sagacity. 

After the death of her husband, she went with 
her fatherless children to live under the roof of 
her brother, Richard Lioyd, at Llanystumdwy, lo 


later years, the Tittle household removed from 
the little cottage at Llanystumdwy to a larger 
house in Criccieth, where David Lloyd George 
opened an office, after qualifying as a full-fledged 
solicitor, The back parlor of the house Was al- 
lotted to him as his office, while the front room 
was used as the livingroom for the household. 

No one knew better than Mrs, George of the 
traditional dread with which the Welsh peasantry 
regarded a lawyer's office. For them a visit to 
a loca] attorney was like a visit to a dentist—to 
be resorted to only after every other expedient 
has proved futile, 

When, therefore, her son established an office 
of his own, she instantly set herself to strip a 
visit to the “attorney” of all its traditional! ter- 
rors by investing it with an atmosphere of cord- 
jality and weleome, From the front room she 
could see every client that came to the door, and 
the heartiest of greetings was accorded him as 
he was conducted to the office in the back 
parler. 

To every caller that came there was always an 
invitation, after he had transacted his business 
in the office, to step into the front room to have 
@ cup of tea; but, while the client would be re 
galing himself with so welcome a mark of hos- 
pitality, the young lawyer's mother would be 
quietly, yet with unerring fustinct, making an 
assay of his worldly position. By the time he 
had taken his departure, she would have made 
a fairly accurate assessment of his resources, and 
as a result she would be in a position to advise 
her son how far he would be justified in temper 
ing the wind to meet the necessities of bis client. 

Such was Mr. Lioyd George's mother— 
sagacious in the highest degree, sound in judg 
ment, and resourceful in emergency.

TREE PLANTING DAY. 


Monday is Arbor Day in Alberta. It. comes 
this year under conditions favorable to general 
and enthusiastic observance.

Farming and gardening 
operations are under way everywhere, It is 
planting time, with the soil in easily workable 
condition and sunny weather that makes out of 
door life a joy.

ONE BRANCH PICKING UP 


Why farm butter has been almost unobtaig- 
able at the city stores at a time of year when it 
usually offers in increasing quantities is explain- 
ed. The dairymen, i t appears, have started a 
cream war, and are paying the farmer more for 
butter fat than he can get for butter. Naturally 
they are getting the cream, the farmer is giving 
the churn a rest. The dairymen of course are do- 
ing business on a business basis, and it is to be 
supposed they foresee a demand for the butter 
they are making out of the high-priced cream. The 
inference is that good times are in store for the 
farmer with a dairy herd; and he is numerous 
enough in this part of the country that his pros- 
perity will g@a long way to stabilize farm con- 
ditions. ' 


INCREASED BANK CLEARINGS 


The Edmonton bank clearings for the week 
ending May 3rd amounted to $4,005,776, as com- 
pared. with $3,730,615 in the corresponding week 
of last year. The increase is $275,161, This in- 
crease is evidence of business conditions that 
show substantial progress. In this connection it 
is to be noted that there are no large financial 
transactions under way to swell the volume of 
bank business. The increase comes from a sub- 
stantial inerease in normal business. These 
figures flatly contradict the assertion 60 often 
made that the country is on the down grade in 
business matters. While there is a measure of 
depression in some lines there must be a more 
than corresponding expansion in others. 


OUT WITH IT. 


France informs Germany that it wets money, 
not talk, and that the invitation to cut down the 
reparations bill to thirty billion marks is not a 
satisfactory substitute for a sizeable remittance. 
That perhaps was what the Ministers at Berlin 
vather expected.

But in the | 
oase of sugar there is at least room to doubt. The 
Government of the United States is among the 
parties who demand to be shown that the world | 
crop of sweetening is so far below normal that | 
war prices are warranted and is taking action in | 
the courts to challenge that claim. The way the | 
cotton dealers acted during the war entitles them 
to the belief that they are not less willing than the 
sugar magnates to make the public ‘‘sweat’’ for | 
the privilege of keeping cool. As the Dominion 

parliament is giving attention at this session to | 
the ways of trusts in general, it might with profit | 
investigate the situation in reapect to sugar and | 
cotton in particular. Our supplies of both are | 
brought from abroad, and the national authority | 
ean do nothizg to regulate the conduct of the | 
producers, or of foreign dealers in the raw mater- | 
ials. All the more reason why Canadian refiners | 
and ¢eotton-mill owners should not be allowed ta| 
““‘gyp’’ the public by unfair boosting after the | 
raw sugar and cotton gct into vheir hands. If the 

consumer has to be robbed by foreigners that is 


bad enough, without the Canadian manufacturer 
also plundering him, 


TIME FOR A CHANGE 


The House of Commans the other day heard | 
something about the boot-legging business in tlfe | 
Crow’s Nest Paes; of which the shooting of Con- 
stable Lawson and the hanging of his slayers were 
ineidental and entirely logical consequences, A 
bill is before Parliament asking that private par- 
ties be prohibited from importing liquor into Brit- 
ish Columbia. <A similar measure was asked for 
by the B.C. Government a year ago, was passed 
by the Commons but rejected by the Senate. The | 
object is to make it impossible for the ‘‘export”’ 
warehouse in British Columbia to replenish its 
stock, and thus to starve that establishment out 
of existence. This for the reason that the suppos- 
edly export warehouse there, as elsewhere, has 
been found to be a supply depot for the illicit 
liquor trade, both inside the province and beyond | 
its borders as opportunity offers. } 

British Columbia members of Parliament laid | 
the blame upon the Attorney General of that 
province because in its south-eastern corner there 
has developed a well organized and regularly con. 
ducted bootlegging business. He had, they claii- 
ed, allowed export warehouses to be established 
in border towns where there was no legitimate | 
export trade to be done, and where they oou!d 
serve no purpose but as storage places from which 
to supply the underground traffic in British Co- 
lumbia and from which cargoes of whisky sould 
be run across the boundary into Alberta. The ac- 
cused official replies that the fault does not lie 
with him, but with the Dominion Senate, which 
killed the bill that would have put these depots 
out of action. He can, he says, only regulate, or 
try to regulate, these supposedly exporting estab- 
lishments, and has no power to prohibit them. 

On one point the Attorney General and hia 
critics seem to be cordially agreed; that British 
Columbia does not ‘‘control’’ the liquor trade by 
along way. Not that the fact particularly needed 
confirmation from either quarter, for it is notor-. | 
ious. Whether it is because the Provincial Goy- 
ernment sells whisky or in spite of it, British 
Columbia is the boot-legger’s paradise. He is more 
of a social menace there, and more of a nuisance 
to the authorities, than he is in Alberta. Outside 


the Windsor district of Ontario nowhere in Can- 
afla is he so numerous or 80 prosperous. It is not 
te stop the activities of the B.C. boot-legger in 
Alberta that the Government of his home prov- 
ince is calling on Ottawa for help. It is to try to 
curtail his operations in British Columbia. What

The Three Farm Surprises | 


| In summarizing the agricultural progress of 
) the region during the past ten years it is safe 'to 
'say that in grain, livestock and dairying, every 
| reasonable expectation has been realized as to the 
| possibilities of high class production in unlimited 
quantity, and that facilities of all kinds for 
handling and marketing have kept pace with pro- 
| duction, In addition there are the three surprises 
—the Pacific grain route, cereal production for 
seed and sunflower ensilage—none of which were | 
| dreamed of in the boom years before 1918. 


Building Growth in Ten Years 


Considering the evidence of material progress. 

within the city itself, it is necessary to remember | 
that in 1913 the city had been boomed and built 
far beyond-requirements as they then were. That 
was a condition of the “boom.’’ Needs had to 
grow very greatly before they reached the level 
|of the provision that had been made for them in 
/1912. In some cases expectations have not been 
‘realized. That is, growth has not occurred as it 
was expected. The boomsters had made a bad 
guess. On the other hand there has been very 
important and substantial growth along certain 
lines, giving evidence of increasing needs and 
providing for future expansion, An outstanding 
instance is ‘‘The Macdonald”’ one of the chain of 
National Railways hotels, erected since 1913. Such 
an hotel give a standing to the city of its location | 
that nothing else can. It fixes Pdmonton in the} 
mind of the guest, from whatever part of the 
world he may come, as a city in which the ameni- 
ties of civilization are fully established and 
recognized and so suggests a return visit. 

The magnificent wholesale warehouses of Re- 
| Villion Freres and Marshall-Wells, erected with- 
| in the past five years, compare favorably with the 
| best buildings of the kind in the largest cities. 
| The McLeod building, which would be an orna-| 
|ment to any city was built since 1918 and the 
| greater part of the Tegier was also built since 
that date, The number of smaller business build- 
ings and of residences erected since 1913 has 
been very great. The building growth does not 
make as striking an appearance as it otherwise 
| would because of the ambitious ideas that pre- 
vailed in the days of the boom. With 65,000 
people we are occupying an area that would not 
be crowded by 660,000. It will be a long time 
before the vacant spaces are built up and a strik- 
| ng city appearance given. But the investments 


have been made and the improvements are in 
useful occupancy. That the investments have 
| been made under all the circumstances gives 


ground for greater confidence than if more favor. 
able conditions had prevailed, 

Notwithstanding the fact that during the war 
years building operations were almost at a stand- 
still, building permits issued since the beginning 
of 1914 have aggregated neraly 15 million dollars 
of which seven millions were issued in the 
three years,
